islative Assembly. It indicates clearly that 
its members were men of high toned morality 
and intelligence, and had a clear idea of what 
the interests of the Territory demanded, and 
I have no doubt they truly reflected the sen- 
timerit of the people. 

This rule of the criminal law is violated in 
cases of aftrays and quarrels growing out of 
intoxication, when the parties use deadly 
weapons intending to murder or wound a par- 
ticular person, shoot at him, and by acci- 
dent another individual is wounded or de- 
prived of life. In this and similar cases the 
person unintentionally wounding or causing 
death, is guilty the same as if he intended it. 

It will be your duty, gentlemen, if any cases

ARIZONA HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


A meeting of this society was held in Pres- 
cott on the 5th inst, the President, Hon. 
Richard С. McCormick, in the chair. 

The following resolutions were adopted 
regarding the death of the Hon. Gilbert W. 
Hopkins, viz: | 

Resolved, That we record with deep regret 
the death, at the hands of the barbarous 
Apache, of our fellow member, Hon. Gilbert 
W. Hopkins, Vice President. of this Society 
from Pima county, and member of the first 
Legislative Assembly of the Territory. 

Resolved, That his zealous efforts as a pio- 
neer in the development of the resources of 
the Territory, and in the preservation of 
its history, as shown m his lively interest in 
the establishment of this society, entitle him 
to our grateful recollection, and that in his 
untimely demise this society has Jost a valu- 
able friend and officer andthe Territory, an 
intelligent, upright and useful citizen. 

Resolred, That we will wear the customary 
badge of mourning for thirty days, in accord- 
ance with the provision of the by-laws of this 
society. 

Resolred, That a сору of these resolutions 
be sent to the relatives of the deceased at 
Ravenswood, New York, and! that they be 
published in the Arizona MINER. 

The officers of the society since its organi- 
zation were re-elected excepting, that owing 
to the absence of W. Claude Jones, Hon. 
Henry A. Bigelow was made Corresponding 
Secretary, and Hon. Coles Bashford was 
chosen Vice President from Pima county, in 
place of Mr. Hopkins. Messrs. Giles, Bige- 
low and Bidwell, were appointed a committee 
to consider the propriety of a union of the 
Society with the Pioneer Society, recently 
orgamzed, as the ohjects of the two organiza- 
tions are much alike. 

The Historical Society was chartered by 
the First Legislative Assembly, Act approved 
November 7, 1864.

Georgia, in all twenty-seven States; and 
whereas the whole number of States in the 
United States is thirty-six; and whereas the 
before specially named States whose Legis- 
latures have ratified the said proposed amend- 
ment constitute three-fourths of the whole 
number of States in the United States; now 
therefore, be it known, that I, Wm. Н. Sew- 
ard, Secretary of State of the United States, 
by virtue of and in pursuance of a second 
section of the Act of Congress approved 20th 
April, 1818 47], entitled an “Act to provide 
for the Publication of the Laws of the United 
States and for other purposes," do hereby 
certify that the amendment has become vahd 
to all intents and purposes, as a part of the 
Constitution of the United States.

Inexplanation of which I deem it just to 
Governor Goodwin and myself, to say that 
when I was leaving San Francisco for the East, 
in March last, the Governor said to me, in 
expectation that I would be a candidate for 
Delegate at the election in September: * Sup- 
pose you cannot get back in time to canvass 
the Territory, will you be a candidate?" To 
which I rephed “No.” Then, said he, “I pre- 
sume we cannot do better than to favor the 
re-election of Poston,” to which f agreed. 

When, in New York, I found that my busi- 
ness would not admit of my return to the 
Territory in time for the election, I repeated 
this conversation to Colonel Poston, and upon 
the strength of it, told him I thought he 
could count upon the support of the Gover- 
nor, as he certainly could upon mine, although 
some of his politica] acts had not met my 
entire approval. I did what I could to help 
him by writing to the Termtory, and I was 
as much surprised as he, when I heard that 
the Governor had taken the field. 

It is for the public to decide, however, 
whether the conversation referred to involved 
an irrevocable pledge of the Governor to the 
Coloncl, and deprived him of the right to be- 
come a candidate, when he found, owing to 
the Colonel’s absence from the Territory, 
(which neither of us had expected, and against 
which I frequently remonstrated,) that the 
election of a man personally offensive to him, 
to the Colonel and to myself, and, in our judg- 
ment, incompetent to benefit the Territory, 
could not otherwise be prevented.
